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Crimestoppers offers up to $5, 000 reward 
in ongoing Elba, Ala. murder investigation

Elba Police continue to 
seek help in solving the 
January 16, 2020 murder of 
Donta Jaqun Rogers, and 
announced this week that 
the Central Alabama Cri- 
meStoppers division is of- 
fering a cash reward of up to 
$5,000 for a tip that results 
in the capture and convic- 
tion of the person(s) respon- 
sible for killing Rogers. 

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey said the murder oc- 
curred during the cary 
morning hours of Jan. 16' 
when an unknown person or 
persons went to 617 Putnam 
Street in Elba. He said 
Rogers was shot at that lo- 
cation. He later died at a 
Montgomery, Ala. hospital 
due to the gunshot wounds. 

Hussey said the unknown 
supect(s) fled the scene by 
unknown means or direc- 
tion. 

Rogers was 26-years-old

at the time of his death. 
Anyone with information 
regarding this homicide in- 
vestigation is urged to im- 
mediately call the Elba 
Police Department [897- 
2555] or CrimeStoppers 
using the 24-hour tip line at 
215-STOP [7867]. Also, 
anyone can download the 
CrimeStoppers P3-tip app 
for their phone, computer or

other electronic device to 
provide information pri- 
vately to CrimeStoppers, 
which in turn, reports that 
information to the Elba Po- 
lice Department keeping the 
informant anonymous. If 
using the P3-tip app, be sure 
to receive a Tip ID and Pass- 
word in order to dialog with 
investigators in case there are 
follow-up questions. 

One may also use Cri- 
new 800 
number, 1-833-AL1-STOP. 

Again, a tip that leads to 
the capture and conviction 
of the person or persons re- 
sponsible for the murder of 
Donta Rogers can lead to up 
to a $5,000 cash reward for 
the tipster. 

Chief Hussey said this re- 
mains an active homicide 
investigation, and he hopes 
the new cash reward being 
offered by CrimeStoppers 
will assist the department in 
making an arrest for 
Rogers’ murder. 


Rolanda Jones resigns positions from Elba

Rolanda Jones, Elba City 
Council member for District 
One and member of the 
Elba Water and Electric 
Board, resigned her posi- 
tions Monday evening, 
March 23, during each re- 
spective meeting. 

An emotional Jones said 
her job is relocating her to 
Birmingham, Ala., and she 
said that made it necessary 
for her to resign from the 
council and the city’s water 
and electric board. Jones 
only had months remaining 
on her current term as an 
Elba City Council member 
with municipal elections set 
for this summer. 

Jones said her resignation 
from each the Elba City 
Council and the Elba Water 
and Electric Board would 
be effective March 31, 
2020. 

During the Elba City 
Council meeting, Jones said 
it would be her recommen- 
dation to the council as it 
moves forward with ap- 
pointing someone to fill her 
vacancy for the council to 
consider appointed District 
One resident Johnathan 
Lockett to fill the District 
One seat for the remainder 
of the current term. 

“He is a go-getter,” Jones 
said of Lockett. “He is who 
I am wanting to fill my 
seat.” 

She told the council that 
Lockett is well-respected in 
the district and the entire 
Elba community. She said 
he is very professional and 
an intelligent young man. 

The council will make an 
appointment to the District

One seat at a later meeting. 

On Monday night, Elba 
Council members voted to 
approve a motion made by 
council member AR Wil- 
liams, with a second from 
council member Gappa 


Wise, to accept Jones’ resig- 
nation as the District One 
council member for the 
Elba City Council. This was 


_.a unanimous vote with 


Jones abstaining. 
The council members 
each expressed their appre- 
ciation to Jones for her ded- 
icated service to her district 
and Elba. They said she 
would be missed greatly. 

The same actions were 
taken by the Elba Water and 
Electric Board, which met 
immediately following the 
Elba City Council. 

After Jones announced 
her resignation from the 
board due to her job moving

The Coffee County Board 

of Education met Wednes- 
day, March 18, for a called 
meeting of the board, and 
several personnel matters 
were approved by the 
board, including the accept- 
ance of a principal resigna- 
tion. 

Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth said Dr. 
Jason Hadden, principal at 
New Brockton Elementary 
School, had submitted his 
resignation to be effective 
June 30, 2020. The board 


approved this resignation; 
however, it was by a split 
vote. Voting against accept- 
ing the resignation were 
board members Larry Ed- 
dings, Eric Payne and 
Wendy Massey. The four 
‘yes’ votes came from board 
members Brian McLeod, 
Galen McWaters, Brandi 
Carr, and Mike Bailey. 

No one offered any com- 
ments explaining the split 
vote on this matter. 

On the matter of princi- 
pals, the board voted to ap- 
prove a recommendation 
from the superintendent to 


employ Matt Barton, princi- 
pal at Zion Chapel School, 
as a contract principal rather 
than a probationary princi- 
pal. This matter passed by 
unanimous vote.

vehicle fire. The Elba fire- 
fighters assisted with fire 
suppression and the appli- 
cation of AFFF Foam, 
along with a dry chemical 
extinguishing agent to fully 
extinguish all fire caused 
by burning gasoline from 
the vehicle. 

Elba Fire Chief Drew 
Parker noted that five of the 
six total calls Elba fire- 
fighters assisted with last 
week were mutual aid calls, 
and he said the department 
owes a huge debt of grat- 
itude to Elba’s city leaders 
for allowing the department 
to help neighboring depart- 
ments and communities. 

“Our city leaders truly 
see no boundary lines when 
it comes to emergency serv- 
ices response, and for that 
we are grateful,” Parker 
said. 

He said each of these in- 
cidents were handled 
through great team work of 
all involved. Parker ex- 
tended thanks to all the first 
responders that worked to- 
gether on these fires, from 
other fire departments, law 
enforcement officials, 
emergency medical re- 
sponders, and others.

Election moved to July 14, 2020 
Governor Ivey announces new 


Primary Runoff Election Date 


Governor Kay Ivey last 
week announced the Pri- 
mary Runoff Election now 
would be held on July 14, 
2020 due to the concerns 
surrounding the COVID-19 
(Coronavirus) pandemic. 

Ivey said the ability to 
hold free and fair elections 
is an inherent right as cit- 
izens of the United States 
and the great state of Ala- 
bama, but the safety and 
wellbeing of Alabama cit- 
izens is paramount. She 
added that State Health Of- 
ficer Dr. Scott Harris rec- 
ommending social 
distancing and refraining 
from public gatherings of 
more than 25 individuals. 
Maintaining a 6-foot dis- 
tance between one another 
is paramount. 

“Delaying the election to 
July 14 is not a decision I 
came to lightly, but one of 
careful consideration,” Ivey 
said. “I appreciate the guid- 
ance of Attorney General 
Steve Marshall and Secre- 
tary of State John H. Merrill 
for their collaboration to en- 
sure the continuity of our 
state government.” 

On Tuesday, March 17, 
Attorney General Steve 
Marshall issued an emer- 
gency ruling declaring Gov- 
ernor Ivey had the authority 
to delay the runoff under the 
State of Emergency declara- 
tion. 

“Governor Ivey has the 
legal authority under the Al- 
abama Emergency Manage- 


ment Act to declare a state 
of emergency as a result of 
the current pandemic,” Mar- 
shall said. “Accordingly, 
she also has the lawful abil- 
ity to postpone a primary 
runoff election to protect 
public health and safety dur- 
ing the state of emergency.” 

Upon the governor’s issu- 


ance of the amended State _ 


of Emergency proclamation 
rescheduling the Primary 
Runoff Election to be held 
on July 14, 2020, the Secre- 
tary of State shall give no- 
tice and provide the 
amended Administrative 
Calendar, via certified mail 
and email, to all applicable 
election officials. 

“TI am grateful to Gov- 
ernor Ivey and General 
Marshall for their proactive 
leadership, sincere ded- 
ication, and spirit of team- 
work displayed during these 
trying times,” said Secretary 
of State John H. Merrill.

overdrive to respond to the 
Coronavirus pandemic, we 
are making decisions based 
on the best information we 
have in the moment,” Ivey 
said. “I have no doubt that as 
this situation rapidly unfolds, 
decisions will need to be 
evaluated and amended. 

An updated order last Fri- 
day from the governor ex- 
panded the availability of 
child day care in the state as 
long as certain guidelines are 
followed. 

“In order to keep Alabama 
going, we must keep Ala- 
bama businesses going to the 
best of our abilities. I fully 
support the restrictions of so- 
cial or recreational gath- 
erings of 25 people or less 
and strongly encourage indi- 
viduals to maintain a six-foot 
distance,” the governor said. 
“However, this order was in- 
tended to apply to non-work- 
related gatherings, and 


employers should take all 
necessary steps to meet these 


standards for employees and 
customers.” 

Ivey added, “Let me be 
abundantly clear - I have no 
intention of slowing down 
our workforce through un- 
necessary, burdensome regu- 
lations. We will only be able 
to mitigate the risk of the 
virus through the efforts of 
our hardworking manufac- 
turers that will produce life- 
sustaining supplies, our 
truckers who move these 
goods down the road, and 
our valued retailers that will 
make them available to our 
citizens.” 

The governor said her ad- 
ministration had been given 
clear instructions to do ev- 
erything possible to ensure 
the continuity of government 
while being flexible and re- 
sponsible to the needs of the 
state. 

State health officer Dr. 
Scott Harris added that Ala- 
bamians must cooperate, un- 
derstand their actions affect 
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other people, and take se- 
riously the need to protect 
health and safety because 
COVID-19 is a deadly virus. 

On Monday, March 23, 
Dr. Harris said that the 167 
confirmed cases in Alabama 
[at that time] had shown an 
age range from as young as 
2-years-old up to 97 years of 
age thus far. 

Dr. Harris said people who 
are not showing symptoms 
do not need to be tested.
